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New York City on brink of default 
Industry 
quickens 
output

The nation’s industries have quickened 
production at the fastest pace in almost 
11 years and “ Help Wanted“ signs are 
popping out, according to reports from 
government and industry. 
The four auto makers said more than 
4,600 workers will be hired next week to 
meet overtime demand for hot-selling 
mid-sized cars, vans and luxury sedans. 
The industry has not worked as much 
overtime since the start of the Arab oil 
embargo in late 1973 that touched off the 
worst economic recession since the 
1930s. 


The news from Detroit Thursday was 
followed by federal government reports 
that jobless benefits declined for the 
third 
straight 
week 
and 
industrial 
production increased 1.9 per cent in 
August. 


The Federal Reserve Board said it was 
the biggest one-month increase in the 
physical output of the nation’s factories, 
mines and utilities since a 2.8 per cent 
gain in November, 1964. after an auto 
workers’ strike ended. 


The Labor Department said 5.4 million 
persons were receiving jobless benefits 
in the week ending Sept. 27, the lowest 
number in nine months. 


General Motors chairman Thomas 
Murphy said sales of 1976 cars should in­ 
crease 21 per cent over 1975 models from 
now to Dec. 31. Sales should be at an an­ 
nual rate of 12 million cars compared 
with 9.5 million in last year’s fourth 
quarter, Murphy said in a speech in 
Anaheim, Calif. 


The surge in auto sales and industrial 
production means factories and mines 
will pick up the tempo of rehiring among 
the three million workers who lost jobs 
in the past 18 months. 


The Federal Reserve said the gams 
were “ substantial and widespread” and 
included production of consumer goods 
like 
autos, 
household 
appliances, 
carpeting, 
drapery 
materials 
and 
clothing, and industrial materials such 
as steel, paper, chemicals and textiles. 


American to 
share prize 
with Danes 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (UPI) - An 
American and two Danes were belatedly 
awarded the Nobel Prize for Physics to­ 
day for fundamental discoveries they 
made in the 1950s on the nature of the 
atomic nucleus. 
The Physics award, worth $143,000 will 
be shared by James Rainwater, 58. of Co­ 
lumbia University in New York and by 
Danes Aage Bohr, 53, and Ben Mottelson, 
49, a one-time American who became a 
Danish citizen in 1973. 
Bohr is the son of Niels Bohr, winner of 
the 1922 Nobel Physics Prize for his 
“ investigation of the structure of atoms 
and 
the 
radiation 
emanating 
from 
them.” The elder Bohr received his 
award the same year Albert Einstein 
was awarded the 1921 Physics prize 
which had been held up for a year. 
The Nobel Prize for Chemistry was be­ 
ing announced later today. 
In announcing the physics award, the 
Swedish Academy of Sciences said the 
three scientists won the prize for their 
discovery “ of the connection between 
collective motion and particle motion in 
atomic nuclei and the development of the 
theory of the structure of atomic nucleus 
based on this connection.” 
Bohr is at the Niels Bohr institute in 
Copenhagen. Mottelson is at Nordita, the 
Nordic 
Institute 
for Technology 
in 
Copenhagen and is now on a one-month 
study visit to China. Rainwater is with 
the physics department of Columbia l^ni- 
versity. 
Prof. 
Sten 
Johansson, 
a 
nuclear 
physicist and a member of the prize- 
awarding Nobel Committee, said he 
thought the three received their awards 
“ too late.” 
“ They came up with the idea during 
the early 50s and they should have gotten 
the prize much earlier.” He said it was a 
“ great fundamental discovery” and the 
most important since the 1920s. 
Rainwater developed the theory that 
the atomic nucleus is not always 
spherical but can also be egg shaped. 
“ This has no immediate practical 
meaning but is extremely essential to 
scientists,” Johansson said. 
He said the theory was refined by the 
two Danes who proved the theory’ by ex­ 
periments

Goldwater warns audience 
of U.S. welfare state

Senator Barry M. Goldwater warned in 
a gloomy Santa Maria speech last night 
that America would not make it through 
a third century unless the country stop­ 
ped its dangerous drift into a welfare 
state. 
“ Ladies and gentlemen, it’s later than 
you think,” the Republican senator from 
Arizona told 525 people who paid $20 each 
to attend the fund-raising dinner honor­ 
ing Republican Congressman Robert J. 
Lagomarsino 
“ I have grave doubts we will go 
through a third century if we don’t start 
changing what the federal government is 
doing in Washington,” said the 66-year- 
old senator. 
“ We have one in seven people in this 
country on food stamps — that will cost 
this country $8Mz billion this year, and 
there is a bill in the hopper for clothing 
stamps and another one for guaranteed 
rent. 
“ The federal deficit this year will be 
$90 billion and two more years like that, 
this country will be bankrupt,” the 
senator told an appreciative audience. 
“ This government, more and more in 


debt, is fast going down the path and trail 
of the welfare state and every nation that 
has gone the way of the welfare state has 
ended up in dictatorship 
“ Just look at England. If anyone had 
told me when I was young that England 
would be going bankrupt, England the 
ruler of the world, now a little island sit­ 
ting in nothing," he said. 
The senator blamed the country’s 
problems on 
the “ heavy hand” of 
Washington bureaucrats who are no 
longer under the control of Congress and 
on men like Senators Alan Cranston. 
John Tunney and Edward Kennedy who 
are pushing the nation down welfare 
state trails. 
Even big business caught Senator 
Goldwater’s 
wrath 
Rather 
than 
resisting the drift to socialism, big cor­ 
porations were “ getting in bed with the 
bureaucrats and were being protected by 
Washington, he said 


Encouraging the profit system and dis­ 
couraging the failure to work were 
needed to solve the country’s problems, 
the senator added. “ There is nothing 
wrong with this country that a little hard 
work, and devotion to family. God, and 
country wouldn't cure up and cure up in a 


hurry.” 
Talking to newsmen before his speech, 
Senator Goldwater made the following 
points: 
— President Ford should stay in the 
White House and work on the nation’s 
problems and not travel around the 
country where too many “ damn fools' 
were running around wanting to get on 
the front page 
— The federal government should not 
help New York City avoid bankruptcy 
because if that city could be fiscally 
irresponsible, then so could Santa Maria 
and Phoenix 
Nelson Rockefeller should not be 
the Republican vice presidential can­ 
didate because he was too old. would 
soon be 70 years old, and the American 
people didn't want someone 70 as vice 
president to take over if something hap­ 
pened to the President 


Senator Goldwater was elected in 1952 
to his first term in the U S Senate and 
was re-elected in 1958 He relinquished 
his seat in 1964 to accept the Republican 
nomination, but was again elected to the 
Senate in 1968 and again in 1974 He is a 
retired major general in the U S Air 
Force. 
Kissinger departs for Red China 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger departed for 
China today to set the stage for an up­ 
coming Peking visit by President Ford 
— a visit which could open a new chapter 
in Sino-American relations. 


Kissinger 
took 
off 
from 
nearby 
Andrews Air Force Base in Maryland to 
arrange the trip by Ford, which is ex­ 
pected 
to 
begin 
sometime 
after 
Thanksgiving day. 


Administration sources said Kissinger, 
whose secret mission to Peking opened 
the door for former President Richard 
M Nixon’s dramatic 1971 flight to China, 
will 
lay the groundwork 
for Sino- 
American relations conducted not only 
without Nixon but minus Chinese Com­ 
munist Party Chairman Mao Tse-tung, 
82, and Premier Chou En-lai. 77 


Kissinger, according to the sources, 
will explore for Ford a new set of condi­ 
tions for even better relations between 
the massive Communist country and the 
United States 


No spectacular announcements or 
decisions are expected from the Sunday- 
through-Thursday Kissinger visit, which 
will come in a stable atmosphere 
fostered by better trade, cultural and 
other ties between the United States and 
China 


The activities of the aging Mao and 
Chou have been hindered lately 


The two Chinese leaders, bedeviled by 
age and illness respectively, may not be 
able to meet Kissinger On Kissinger’s 
last visit, 11 months ago, he did not see 
Mao and spent only 30 minutes chatting, 
mainly on nonstate matters, with Chou in 


a hospital where the latter was being 
treated for the heart ailment. 
Chou’s condition has reportedly so 
worsened that it kept him away from 
that most halcyon of Peking fetes, the 
Sept. 30 celebration of the Communist 
takeover of China in 1949 
Kissinger, according to the sources, 
will explore for Ford a set of conditions 
different — other than the new faces at 
the helm — from those that faced Nixon 
in 1971. 
Then, no two nations were feuding as 
were China and its fellow Communist 
power, the Soviet Union One of Kissin­ 
ger’s purposes now is to determine just

Market plunges, bond 
trade ceases as city 
fails to meet debts 


NEW YORK i U P I) - Prices on the stock market plunged and trading tn municipal 
bonds from cities and states ground to a halt today as New York City teetered on the 
brink of defaulting on $453 million in debts 
The stock value of New York banks, 
which hold billions in city debt, tumbled 
But the Federal Reserve said it was 
standing by to give them assistance 
The state asked the Fed to extend 
banking hours to 4 p m EDT to give the 
city an extra hour to rush money to the 
banks, if a last-minute infusion of cash 
becomes available to the city 
In Washington President Ford called 
economic advisers to the White House to 
consider the New York financial situa­ 
tion, but a spokesman said the President 
was still firmly against federal aid for 
the city 
New York’s financial crisis rippled 
through the open market on the tax- 
exempt bonds of other cities and states 
There was virtually no trading activity, 
and those issues that were being bought 
and sold were down in price 
“ There simply aren’t enough bids 
around to carry out any transactions.” 
said one bond dealer 
Even quality bonds, including tax an­ 
ticipation notes from the State of Penn 
sylvania, fell in price 
There was heavy trading on shares in 
New York banks First National City 
Bank, the city’s largest, fell $1 12 a share 
to $29 37 
Investors in the banks were worried 
that if the city defaults, the value of the 
banks' bond holdings will be sharply 
reduced, thus cutting heavily into bank 
assets 
Paul A Volcker, president of the New 
York Federal Reserve, said the Fed is 
“ keeping in close touch with the New 
York situation ” The Fed has said it 
would step in with emergency funds if 
default threatens the solvency of the 
banks 
Individual bondholders could not count 
on such assistance Dozens of individuals 
arrived at the New York comptroller’s 
office to redeem notes falling due today 
The number of persons appearing for 
payment was described as routine 
They were given receipts and told to 
come back later in the day for their 
checks 
Economists said default by the city 
also could 
weaken the U S 
dollar 
abroad 
Mayor Abraham Beame was maintain­ 
ing an open telephone line to the White 
House, a Beame aide said 
The mayor met with Albert Shanker. 
president of the teachers union, for 90 
minutes to try to get him to urge trustees 
of the union’s pension fund to reverse 
their decision not to bail out the city 
from default 
“ The mayor told me the seriousness of 
the situation.” Shanker said “ I listened 
to him ” Asked if he would tell the pen­ 
sion trustees to go ahead with $150 
million in bond purchases, Shanker 
replied. “ You'll have to ask them I am 
not going to advise them to ”

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Pretktent 
Ford will take no action to help New 
York City avert financial default and 
believes the city has the means to solve 
its own problem, his chief spokesman 
said today 
"I can say flatly that the President 
will not take action to prevent a New 
York City default," White House Pré» 
Secretary Ron Nessen told reporters at a 
noontime briefing 
Ford’s position was announced by 
Press Secretary Nessen after a series Of 
top level White House meetings that the 
President ordered after being advised 
that New York officials feared a default 
by the city was inevitable by the end of 
the day 
Although Nessen declined to specify 
any particular steps that the White 
House thought New York might take, he 
repeatedly said “ the President believes 
New York City and New York State have 
the means today to avert default.” 
Nessen 
said Ford's opposition to 
federal aid for New York was not based 
on any “ philosophical or moral” rea­ 
sons. but instead on his belief that he had 
no statutory authority” to provide 
assistance 
“ Even if he did. he would not (do It) 
because he doesn’t believe a short-term 
infusion of a few million dollars ' would 
solve the long term problem. Nesaen ad­ 
ded 
This is not a natural disaster or an 
act of God It is a self-inflicted act by the 
people who have been running New York 
City.” said Nessen when reporters noted 
that the federal government had come to 
aid of stricken local areas in the past 
Nessen said Ford had no plans now to 
meet with New York Mayor Abraham 
Beame, who is expected to testify on 
Capitol Hill Saturday, and the press 
secretary declined to say whether the ad­ 
ministration 
had 
drafted 
any 
con­ 
tingency plans to help the city later if a 
default occurred 
But Nessen said the President felt 
“ sympathy” for the people of New \ ork 
“ whose leaders should have done a bet­ 
ter job” in handling the city’s financial 
affairs during previous years 
Nessen said Ford asked his economic 
advisers to meet this morning and 
throughout the day “ to keep up with the 
rapidly changing 
fluid and unclear 
situation ” He said the advisers, to hit 
knowledge had not recommended any 
last minute action or that Ford change 
his position 
Ford 
called 
Treasury 
Secretary 
William E Simon and other top money 
advisers to the White House for morning 
meetings but did not personally attend 
Spokesmen said he was being kept 
abreast of the New York situation 
Simon met for 20 minutes at the White 
House with Ford economic adviser L

Lynn and Chairman Alan 
Greenspan of the President s Council of

Symbionese Liberation Army 
documents 
say 
Patricia 
Hearst’s 
kidnapers

amazed at how quickly and 
enthusiastically

them, including asking to take 
part in their group sex life, the 
Los Angeles Times reported to­ 
day. 
She was so cooperative they 
suspected she was faking to 
cover up escape plans, but later 
accepted her as “ an inspira­ 
tion" to the group, one letter 
said 
Her kidnapers quarreled at 
first over whether it was cor­ 
rect for revolutionaries to have 
sex with a “ prisoner of war,” 
fearing she might someday 
claim she was forced to take 
part. 
“ But Tania 
swiftly made 
clear to us that this could not be 
the case," and she joined the 
band s multipartner sex life 
even before her status changed 
from hostage to SLA member, 
the report said 
This was “ partly due to her 
own initiative, but also because 
of our growing love and respect 
for her,” the document said 
She was told, the document 
said, that she was “ free to func­ 
tion sexually” but would be 
governed by the group’s rule 
against monogamous relation­ 
ships, requiring “ a commit­ 
ment to develop a personal 
relationship with the whole cell 
... not just with one or two in­ 
dividuals...” 
“ Sex was an integral part of 
cell life.” the document said, 
but the feminist members felt

25, slouched in the 
witness chair Thursday and told 
of carrying out “ contracts” to 
kill and later of participating in 
ritualistic slayings as member 
of a mysterious satanic cult. 


Creech’s 
testimony 
came 
despite 
arguments 
by 
the 
prosecution that there was no 
foundation to the defendant’s 
claims. 
On several occasions, Creech 
has led authorities to a dead end 
in searching for supposed burial 
sites of his alleged victims. In 
one instance, he admitted lying 
to police near Barstow, Calif., 
about the location of bodies. 


The defense provided a list of 
Creech’s “ victims.” but most 
were either unidentified 
or 


identified by a first name or 
nickname 
But Creech denied killing 
Edward Arnold and John Brad­ 
ford, the two men he actually is 
accused 
by 
authorities 
of 
shooting 
to 
death 
along a 
southern Idaho highway nearly 
a year ago 
In barely audible testimony, 
Creech told a packed courtroom 
of killings that began in 1966 
near New Miami. Ohio, where 
he said he killed a companion 
after blaming him for causing 
the death of his girlfriend. 
He said other deaths came 
later in Kentucky, California, 
Arizona. New Mexico, Nevada, 
Oregon. Washington. Wyoming. 
Montana. Utah, Oklahoma and 
Kansas. 
Creech, a heavily tattooed 
man whose dark hair is parted 
down the middle, said he con­ 
fessed to the killings because he 
“ wanted everyone 
to know 
what happened My story might 
help others.”

Obledo called on manufac­ 
turers 
of 
sugar 
dominated 
products to donate “ a substan­ 
tial” part of their advertising 
budgets — about $50 million — 
to combat tooth decay He said 
if they failed to do so voluntari­ 
ly. 
he 
would 
recommend 
legislation to require it. 
The plan was offered by 
Obledo in spite of Brown's re­ 
cent statement that he believes 
his budget can be balanced next 
year without a tax increase 
Also, Brown vetoed a bill in 
August to increase liquor taxes 
$34 million to finance expanded 
alcholism treatment programs 


and rehabilitation of single 
family homes for low and 
moderate income familes 
The medium income program 
will enable families earning 
$9.000 to $11.000 per year to buy 
homes 
These 
families, 
primarily 
younger 
persons, 
have been shut out of the recent 
market with home prices soar­ 
ing near $40,000 and interests 
rates of 9 5 per cent 
Mrs Hills said a majority of 
the people who will be eligible 
will only be subsidized for a few 
years but eventually will work 
out of the subsidy progam as 
their incomes rise

1. What Is An Individual Retirement Account? 
The Pension Reform Law of 1974 allows each individual to set aside, in a tax-sheltered account, 
funds to live on when his or her retirement comes.

(a) Tax Deduction 
Under Federal Tax Law, the money you put into an IRA is fully deductible from your gross 
income. Contributions can be deducted even though you don’t itemize deductions. 
(b) Tax Deferral on Earnings 
The dividends you can earn on your IRA credit union account are not taxed in the current 
year. Instead, the dividends are added to your contributions and are not taxed until you 
withdraw them upon your retirement when your tax bracket is generally lower.

strokes if thev use the pills, the 
FDA said 
Women who wish to stop Lik­ 
ing the piil and become preg 
nant will be advised to wait at 
least three months because 
"studies show there i« a pos*o 
ble increased risk of spon 
taneous abortion in women who 
become pregnant shortly after 
discontinuing the pill " 
The label would also advise 
any woman who misses one 
period while on the pill to have 
an immediate test for pregnan 
cy to minimize the risk of 
damage to the developing child 


should she continue on the pill 
Such damage can occur, the 
agencv said because sex hor­ 
mones such as estrogen and 
progestin prpxent in the pills 
have resulted in some extreme 
Is rare “ birth defects such as 
heart malformations and stunt­

Nothing makes a sportswriter sound 
more authoritative and knowledgeable 
than a snappy set of football predictions 


A lot of sportswriters would be angry if 
they knew I was about to let you in on a 
trade secret, but the truth is this: 
anybody can predict the outcome of a 
footbali season Just follow a few simple 
rules, such as: 


Accuracy is not important. Who goes 
back at the end of a season and checks on 
the accuracy of the pre-season predic­ 
tions? Nobody They’re all busy reading 
the predictions for the upcoming season 


(Gamblers 
might 
check 
on 
the 
reliability of predictions, except for the 
little-known fact that nobody really 
gambles on sports That’s just an excuse 
they use so the wife doesn’t know they’re 
spending all that money at the corner 
tavern ) 


Establish credibility. In other words, 
act like you know what you’re talking 
about Use phrases like “insiders agree" 
and "the feeling among team members 
is" and "the coach secretly believes...” 


Use football language 
Sprinkle in 
words like gridiron, signalcaller, men­ 
tor, campaign 
Racetrack terms are 
always appropriate: dark horse, inside 
track, stretch run. work horse 


Don’t equivocate Never say might, 
maybe, or potentially. A defensive line is 
"the best line west of the Mississippi.” 
An offensive line is “impenetrable." 
Weaknesses are "glaring ” A running 
back is "unstoppable.” Phrases like "un­ 
canny knack" give a. feeling of in­ 
vincibility to a team, player, or coach. 


Be different To avoid being lost in the 
jungle of predictions, go out on a limb. 
Pick the obvious dog to win, or predict 
the obvious favorite to fall on its face 
Predict key upsets, internal dissention. 
and plane crashes. 


Here’s how 1 see this year’s Northern 
League race: 
1 
Cabrillo. So far has the best- 
balanced attack west of Lake Cachuma. 
Insiders agree that the Conqs have no 
glaring weakness. 
2 
Santa 
Maria 
Defense 
is 
im­ 
penetrable But a glaring weakness in 
passing will hurt Their attack depends 
too much on one person — tailback Rick 
Johnson He must stay healthy and be a 
work horse all season 
3 Lompoc. With a new mentor, and a 
Jeckyl-Hvde pre-season, the Braves are 
an unknown factor They have, in the 
past, shown an uncanny knack for winn­ 
ing by small margins, but winning. If 
they can break out of the gate early, 
they’ll be tough in the stretch run, con­ 
sidering their track record. 
4 Righetti 
Insiders agree that the 
Warriors still haven't overcome their in­ 
ability to win the big ones Never beat 
Santa Maria or Cabrillo. for instance.

Pick ’em to win, you’re putting too 
much pressure on ’em Pick ’em not to 
win and you’re insulting their pride 
Some coaches feel that nothing sparks 
their team like being rated an underdog,

BOSTON (UPI) — The tedium and monotony of a 162-game 
season has a narcotic affect on ballplayers sometimes It 
deadens the personal pain of hurting, traveling and losing 
and dulls most of their daily experiences so that one 
becomes a repetition of the other. 
To alleviate some of this pain, to inject some form of 
novelty into their routine existence, big league ballplayers 
agitate each other in a way only they, and not most fans, can 
appreciate and understand 
That’s what the Cincinnati Reds were doing to Tony Perez 
before the fifth game of the World Series with the Boston 
Red Sox at Riverfront Stadium in Cincinnati Thursday 
night. 
Perez was in one of those awful slumps He had gone to bat 
14 times in the first four games with the Red Sox and hadn’t 
come up with anything resembling a base hit. 
Ted Kluszewski. the Reds’ batting coach, had been work­ 
ing with him Kluszewski noticed where the big Cuban first 
baseman was pulling his head off the ball Perez had been 
getting jammed with inside pitches and trying to compen­ 
sate for that, he was pulling his body away That, in turn, sl­ 
owed down his bat 
What he needed now perhaps was some sympathy for the 
tough luck he was having, but he wasn't getting any Thurs­ 
day night All he was getting was agitation. 
Noticing Perez around the batting cage, the huge. 260- 


pound Kluszewski. who is built like a brick house, hit him 
with one of his oak-like elbows Purposely 
Instinctively. Perez drew back his right hand, balling it up 
into a fist. 
Kluszewski looked at Perez, who wasn’t actually angry 
anyway, and laughed at him. 
"I don’t have a thing to worry about,” he said “The way 
you've been swinging, you couldn’t hit nothing anyway.” 
Now the Reds went back into the clubhouse. 
Tony Perez headed for the players’ lounge, hoping to relax 
a few minutes 
Sparky Anderson came in. 
The Reds’ manager has the same approach Buster Keaton 
used to employ in all his movies Sparky Anderson likes to do 
things dead-pan 
"Doggie,” he said, addressing Tony Perez. "Do yourself a 
favor Don’t get a hit for the rest of the World Series That 
would be a helluva thing, don’t you think0 You know those 
two little boys of yours, Victor and Eduardo, if you don’t get 
a hit they can tell their kids some day Grandpa set a World 
Series record nobody else ever touched Whadd’ya say, 
Doggie? You gonna do it?” 
The nickname "Doggie” originally was hung on Perez by 
Pete Rose because Rose felt he was like some big dog who 
kicks, bites and scratches Now Perez was scratching his 
head over Anderson's suggestion.

Anderson continued 
applying the needle "Here you are with a chance at the all-

When the game with the Red Sox started, Perez struck out 
his first time up in the second inning 
“What did I do wrong’’" he asked Kluszewski when he 
returned to the dugout.

You didn t jerk your 
head off the ball " 
Perez came up again with two out in the fourth, the Reds 
trailing, 1-0 He lit into a hanging slider served up by Reggie 
Cleveland and rocketed it over the left field wall for a home 
run—his first hit in 16 tries. 
There went the record 
In the sixth, here was Perez again with two on and he 
belted another home run This time it was a fast ball he hit.

They really say things like that. 
A case can be made for Wisconsin giv­ 
ing the Buckeyes a tough game in 
Columbus Saturday The Badgers have a 
great running back in Billy Marek and 
were tabbed as challengers for the Big 
Ten crown during the preseason 
But instead of coming into the game 
this year with a few upset victories un­ 
der their belt as in last year, the Badgers 


have been tagged with a few losses. 
And, when things looked so promising 
last year with the red-hot Badgers 
meeting the Buckeyes in Madison, what 
was the final score? 52-7. 
Guess who’s the 25-point favorite this 
week? 


Oklahoma fans have been upset by the 
Sooners’ inability to bury foes under their 
usual mountain of points.

As Tom Woods was making his third try at 7-41 2 in 
the high jump, a band in the upper deck of Olympic 
Stadium began to play, announcing a medal presenta­ 
tion After 15 minutes, Woods cleared the bar to win 
- Clark Scully of Big Island, Va., had been pushed, 
shoved and spat on while participating in the 20- 
kilometer walk Wednesday 


"Most of our people are anxious to get out of here 
and get home," said 400-meter gold medal winner 
James King of San Diego. Calif 


The Americans vented their frustration on the field, 
winning eight gold medals two in track and field, four 
in weightlifting and two in the equestrian event 
That gave the U.S. 26 gold medals, equal with Cuba, 
and an overall medal lead of 65 to 50 over the Cubans. 
The American basketball team went to 3-0 with an 
82-73 win over unbeaten Puerto Rico and the U.S. 


baseball club shut out Colombia 6-0 for its second win 
in two starts. 
A comparatively light day is set for today with only 
12 gold medals being awarded, three in track and field. 
Thursday, after the U.S. protested, a jury of eight of­ 
ficials decided that they would not alter the discus 
results although Joao DaCosta of Brazil, council for 
the track federation, admitted the rules had been 
broken 
John Powell of San Jose. Calif., won; Cuban Julian 
Morrinson, who had used the illegal disc, was second 
and Jay Silvester of Orem. Utah, was third 
"A games committee member put the disc into 
competition,” DaCosta said. "But there is no question 
the disc was the personal one of the Cubans, which 
makes it against the rules. If there is a guilty one, it 
has to be a member of the organizing committee. 
When I give my report. I will say that the event should 
have been rerun.” 
Moments later. Miss Cheesborough nipped Miss 
Jiles in a thrilling 200-meter race It took several 
minutes for the judges to determine the winner and as 
they lined up for the medal presentation the two girls 
were still not certain who won. 
Miss Jiles was told to stand in the winner’s spot and 
given the gold medal 
As the girls walked away, officials realized they had 
made a terrible mistake 
When they told Miss Jiles. who two days before had 
won the 100-meter dash, it was all she could do to keep 
from crying

Warren worried 
Tigers no cinch

One of the most important functions of 
a football coach is to worry. 
Take Mike Warren of Lompoc, for in­ 
stance. Judging by the recent sparkling 
performances of his Braves, and by the 
totally dismal showings of the San Luis 
Obispo Tigers, this last week should have 
been as relaxing as a vacation in Tahiti 
for Warren. 
The Tigers, who will be in at Huyck 
Stadium at 8 p.m. tonight for the 
Northern League opener, have fared 
poorly against a string of 1-A and 2-A 
foes. The Tigers haven’t scored a TD 
since beating lowly St. Joseph in the 
year’s first game. 
The Braves, meanwhile, have made a 
complete about-face from their first two 
games, when they gave away more gifts 
than Monty Hall. 
But like we said, it’s Warren’s job to 
worry. A couple nights ago he locked 
himself into the film room at school and 
watched movies of the 1972 Lompoc-San 
Luis game. 
Played in a driving rain in San Luis, 
the game was tied 6-6 late in the fourth 
quarter, when a San Luis runner broke 
loose for a long touchdown that won the 
game 13-6. 
“It was a bitter, hard-hitting game,” 
said film reviewer Warren. “Historical­ 
ly, the Lompoc-San Luis games have 
been 
tough, 
hard-fought, 
physical 
games.” 
Lompoc won the ’73 game 22-20, and 
won again last year 21-8, hardly a 
landslide winning margin for a team 
bound for the CIF playoffs, semifinal 
round. 
“We’ve seen films of San Luis’ game 
this year,” Warren says. "They kind of 
scare me. They’re sort of a puzzle to me. 
They look like they have the personnel. I 
don’t know why they haven’t put it 
together.” 
So basically, Warren has two major 
worries: 
1. San Luis might possibly "put it 
together” tonight in the league opener. 
2. Lompoc just can’t afford to lose 
That last worry is due to the fact that 
the league schedule favors Lompoc ear­ 
ly, as they have Arroyo Grande next 
week, then Righetti. If the Braves are 
serious about the title, winning those 
first three games is vital. 
One worry Warren claims NOT to have 
is how to get his team emotionally ready 
for the game. 


“It isn’t hard for us to get excited,” he 
says. "We haven’t exactly set the world 
on 
fire. 
We are defending 
league 
champs, and we’ll have something to say 
about who’s going to win it this year. 
"We have a proud group of kids. 
They’re getting conscious of the things 
being said and written, that they are the 
third best team in the league. We don’t 
believe that.”

Warren then ticks off some more items 
on his worry list. 
"They have a set of hard-running 
backs and a couple quarterbacks who 
can throw the ball well. And they stunt 
like crazy on defense, which can force 
you into the bad play, which we have 
pretty much been able to eliminate in 
our last two games.” 
The San Luis runners are fullback Rick 
Rhodes (5-10, 180) and tailback Tim 
Williams (6-0,180). The Tigers have used 
two quarterbacks, but Warren most 
fears Ken Doss, whom he rates a poten­ 
tially fine passer. 
The 
Tiger 
defensive 
standout 
is 
linebacker Scott Heaton (5-10, 175), also 
an excellent wrestler. 
Two injured Braves, offensive tackle 
Rob Coe and safety Mike Fitts, will 
dress tonight but probably won’t play.

The Sunshine Bill 


Sometime after October 20, 
the U.S. Senate is expected to 
face head-on the issue of open 
committee meetings. 
A good fight is expected. 
The Senate Rules Commit­ 
tee. on the recommendation of 
the Majority Whipe Robert 
Byrd of West Virginia has 
voted 
down 
open 
meeting 
provisions in the government 
Sunshine Bill (S-5), which had 
unanimously 
passed 
the 
Government Operations Com­ 
mittee. 
However, both Democratic 
and Republican party causes 
went on record earlier this 
year for open meetings of 


Senate committees and House- 
Senate conferences. Because 
of this, two senators, Childs of 
Florida and Roth of Delaware, 
have announced that they will 
lead a floor fight against the 
Rules Committee decision. 


The Rules Committee deci­ 
sion just doesn’t make sense in 
light of the fact that 63 of the 
100 
U.S. 
Senators 
are 
on 
record one or more times in 
the past in favor of open 
meetings. Among them are 
four senators on the Rules 
Committee who nevertheless 
voted with Byrd against the 
Sunshine Bill’s provisions 


Commenting on the com­ 
mittee’s 
action, 
Common 
Cause Chairman John Gardner 
said: 
“A 
year 
after 
Watergate, they still haven’t 
learned their lesson and they 
still haven’t judged the public 
mood. They don’t seem to un­ 
derstand that 
the public has 
no intention of going back to 
the Dark Ages. The public is 
sick of all the old secret 
games.”

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Profitable for Senator 


WASHINGTON 
S artorially splendid 
Rep Tom Bevill, D-Ala., has m astered 
the art of turning public service to 
private gain. 
The tall, soft-spoken legislator has 
traveled the world at public expense He 
augm ented his congressional salary by 
pocketing much of the money given him 
for 
office 
supplies. 
And he’s used his staff 
for personal m atters. 
In addition. B evill’s 
files reveal that his 
staffers in 
A labam a 
routinely note the race 
of constituents seeking 
help A (B) is placed 
in the upper right hand 
com er 
of 
an 
index 
card if the person hap­ 
pens to be black Ap­ 
parently. 
the 
Alabama-based 
sta f­ 
fers had in mind treating the blacks as 
second-class constituents, but we have 
learned Bevill’s W ashington office han­ 
dles them equally. 
A form er floor leader for Gov George 
Wallace in the Alabam a House, Bevill 
represents the industrial towns at the 
Northern end of the -state. His con­ 
stituents are largely factory workers, 
whose average incom e is $6,350 a year. 
Bevill him self has pocketed $7,000 in 
the last two years from his stationery 
fund It is all perfectly legal. But most 
m em bers of Congress use the money for 
office supplies. 
The stationery 
fund also cam e in 
handy when Bevill wanted china and an 
electric typew riter for his wife, and a 
pocket calculator for his daughter 


The congressm an assured our as­ 
sociate Jack Cloherty that all of the 
money taken from the stationery ac ­ 
count was declared as personal income 
on his federal taxes. 
Bevill does not have to declare, of 
course, all of the traveling h e’s done on 
Uncle Sam ’s nickel 
He’s junketed to the Soviet Union. 
Chile. Panam a, Hong Kong. Hawaii and 
Argentina 
The A rgentine trip produced a problem 
for him. It seem s that he bought a pony 
skin coat for his wife at a Buenos Aires 
antique shop Two years later, the coat 
ripped. State D epartm ent cables reveal 
that the brassy Bevill returned the coat 
to the U.S. em bassy in Buenos Aires. An 
em bassy official quick-m arched to the 
shop and got the coat repaired 
Bevill also uses his own staff to handle 
his personal business. One m em ber of 
his staff recently put together a scrap­ 
book of his son's basketball exploits. And 
another routinely handles such m atters 
as paying a local boy for mowing Bevill’s 
lawn in A labam a. 
All of this might be overlooked if 
Bevill was laboring hard on behalf of his 
constituents. 
But we found that his 
traveling and his workouts in the House 
gym leave little tim e for his district s 
problems. 
He is absorbed, it seem s, in serving 
himself. 
Footnote: Bevill denied that he had an 
office staffer assem bling a scrapbook on 
his son, and defended his travel as neces­ 
sary. He first denied that the (B) nota­ 
tion was used at all When pressed, he 
said he was not sure what it m ight m ean

also ineffective,” says the m emo. O ther 
drugs under the com m ittee’s scrutiny in­ 
clude San-Man, Sleep-Eze, Som nicaps 
and Sure-Sleep. 
“ In view of the lack of efficacy ... and 
the possible dangers from some of the in­ 
gredients ... it is curious that the F ederal 
Trade 
Com m ission 
has' 
not 
moved 
against the advertising of these drugs,” 
said the m em orandum . 
Footnote: A m ajor danger, the com ­ 
m ittee’s past hearings have shown, is the 
im pact tv drug advertising has in en­ 
couraging 
juvenile 
pill-popping. 
The 
Council 
on 
Children, 
Media 
and 
M erchandising found that each child in 
the U.S. is exposed to m ore than 1,000 
televised drug ads a year. 
JA CK IE’S JOB: Jacqueline O nassis’ 
new $200-a-week editing job at Viking 
Press has exposed her to a rush of books 
dealing with the assassination of her late 
husband.

I have during the past ten days run into 
a cliche, uttered trium phantly a t a dozen 
Am erican forum s from sea to shining 
sea, which I undertake, herew ith to dis­ 
credit. In the nam e of truth, justice, and 
rational discourse I beseech your help: 
Go forw ard and give out the facts to your 
fellow m an. 
It goes, in its dis­

“ W h y 
shouldn’t the federal 
governm ent bail out 
New Y ork C ity? It

1 Re Lockheed, as a 
m atter of fact it did 
hesitate: the vote in 
the Senate w as only 49-48. The vote in the 
House was 192-189. Now hear this. The 
D em ocrats in the House who voted to 
“ bail o u t” 
Lockheed exceeded 
the 
Republicans (102 Dem s. 90 Reps). 
What the governm ent did, under pres­ 
sure of labor unions who feared un­ 
em ploym ent. the Pentagon which feared 
the d ism an tlin g of a vital defense 
facility, and Lockheed’s m anagem ent, 
which feared losing its jobs, w as to 
guarantee a 250 million dollar loan. 
Almost the entire sum was subsequently 
borrowed; $50 m illion has already been 
repaid. The governm ent, so far, has lost 
not a penny; indeed, it has m ade $15 
million in adm inistrative costs. 
In 1967, Lockheed was selling for $74 
per share. In July, 1971, before the loan 
guarantee, the stock w as selling for $10. 
After the vote to guarantee the loan, the 
stock w ent down a point. Now it sells at 
about $8. Econom ic analysts will explain 
all of this: 
the liquidation value of 
Lockheed would have m eant m ore to the 
stockholders than shoring up the com ­ 
pany by a federally-guaranteed loan. 
Needless to say. no dividends have been 
paid. In other words, the federal govern­ 
m ent did nothing for the stockholders of 
Lockheed. 
2. Penn C entral It filed for bankruptcy 
on June 21,1970. Since then, it has lost 1.5 
billion dollars on operations for the m ost 
p art req u ired by governm ent. Penn 
Central has not paid one penny of in­ 
terest to the m ore than 100,000 holders of 
its bonded indebtedness. In other words, 
using the New York City analogy. Penn 
Central w as not “ bailed out’’ — it was 
perm itted to default. Its bonds a re in 
default. 
The G overnm ent has since given the 
railroad money and guaranteed the prin­ 
cipal and interest on a $100 m illion loan. 
This datum is m eaningless in the current 
discussion because the principal opera-

tions of Penn C entral are dictated by the 
governm ent. The value of the stock was 
$85 s h o rtly a f t e r the m e r g e r of 
February, 1968 Ju st before it went into 
receivership, the stock was trading at 
$13. After it went into receivership, the 
stock sank to $3 
Now it is selling at 
below $2. 


The fact of the m a tte r is that the only 
reason there is any trading at all in the 
stock is that th e re is alw a y s the 
hypothetical possibility of liquidation, in 
which case the shareholders would own a 
treasure-land of assets The notion that 
Congress stepped in for the purpose of 
helping stockholders is the kind of 
econom ic 
ignorance 
on 
which 
D em ocratic oratory thrives 


Let us, however — just for the sake of 
it — suppose that we w ere living back in 
the days of the G reat Barbecue, when big 
business ran the legislature, either by 
giving Congressm en sim ple cash bribes, 
or perks of various kinds. Would that be 


a reason tor federal redem ption of New 
York bonds? In respect of New York 
City, nobody, really, is interested it^the 
fate of the bondholders who put oats, 
money for new York’s securities. What 
they want is for other A m ericans to sub­ 
sidize New York City’s way of life: and 
in order to m ake the case for it, they are 
willing to talk tantalizingly about Penn 
Central and Lockheed as though they 
w e r e e x a m p l e s of c o m m e r c i a l 
favoritism by the federal governm ent for 
the benefit of the rich Bah humbug! 
AN APOLOGY 
In a recen t colum n, I alluded to 
Senator Lowell W eicker of Connecticut 
as an ally of those forces in Congress 
that seek to take over, or otherw ise m is­ 
m anage the oil industry. In fact, Senator 
W eieker opposes price controls for oil, 
and is now explicitly dissociated from a 
position he once took. I apologize to him , 
and to my readers, for this error.

Totally frustrated

January, after nearly three decades of 
schooling. Ray Tricom o began looking 
with high hopes and wide dream s for a 
job. He would becom e a teacher, or 
perhaps an adm inistrator, there were, 
after all. so m any things to be done in the 
world. Today, 16 m onths after sending 
out the first of 350 
work applications, all 
of which have been re­ 
jected. Tricom o’s e a r­ 
ly cheer has turned 
sour by the realization 
that despite his educa­ 
tion 
and 
skills, 
“ Nobody 
w ants 
me 
and nobody w ants my 
energies.” 
It 
was 
T ricom o’s 
terrible m isfortune to 
offer him self to the na­ 
tion 
on 
the 
leading 
edge of near econom ic disaster Even 
now, labor people estim ate, there are 8 
to 10 million people seeking jobs that are 
not available, and official statistics in­ 
dicate at least 1,584.000 college-educated 
people are part of this nightm are 
But T ricom o’s circum stances have no 
doubt been affected by another adver­ 
sity: H e’s been blind since infancy. His 
schooling, then, is som ew hat presum p­ 
tuous A bachelor of arts in education 
and a m aster of a rts in African history 
would 
win 
em ploym ent 
for 
alm ost 
anyone persistent enough to distribute 
350 job applications. But a blind m an0 
Apparently not Tricom o has been turned 
down 
for 
everything 
from 
a 
superintendency in a sm all Connecticut 
school system to a staff instructor slot in 
— gad — Kuala Lum pur. M alaysia (“ I 
w ill.” he says, “ go anyw here to get out 
of this prison I’m in. ) 
There are blind teachers in America, a 
few. but in general the nonsighted are 
not welcome in academ ia. Some years 
ago in Poughkeepsie. N Y . a teacher 
was fired after going blind after several 
years on the job — the reason being, as a 
school board m em ber charged, a man 
without eyes “ c a n ’t find Afghanistan on 
the map ’’ That teacher sued to win a 
reversal of such stone age prejudice, but 
Tricom o says he has no intention of doing 
the sam e In the first place, proving job 
discrim ination, 
particularly 
in 
hard 
tim es, is difficult and costly 
Besides. 
Tricomo does not want to «work for 
anyone not wanting him 
He is not. how ever, taking his forced 
idleness quietly. Using him self as the ex­ 
am ple of the m ultitudes of unemployed 
in America, he has taken to w riting his 
disgust for the status quo to authorities 
in W ashington The response w as predic­ 
table 
A 
Michigan resident 
Harper 
Woods, 
outside 
D etroit', 
Tricomo 
naturally has contacted G erald Ford he 
says, “ without so much as a com m a in 
reply.” Of 10 Congress people also w rit­ 
ten to. only two have bothered to agree 
things are rotten 
Small wonder then that Ray Tricomo. 
at 32 years old. hiehlv trained but ap­ 


parently unnecessary to his nation, has 
turned philosophically bitter. “ Never 
mind that I’m blind,” he says, he can see 
“ this is an age of ugliness and garbage.” 
The governm ent, he says, has decided 
that full em ploym ent is unwise, that six 
or seven million jobless is actually to be 
welcomed over the next few years, and 
so people have been replaced by ex­ 
pediencies, by laissez faire economics, 
and “ by a let-the-people-starve” senti­ 
m ent. 
If the latter opinion is overly harsh, it 
does hint of truth as well as frustration. 
Presidential econom ists say the govern­ 
m ent can not afford to pay the price of 
higher em ploym ent, so instead it pays 
$22 billion in tax rebates and an annual 
rate of $20 billion for unem ployment 
com pensation. Spent otherw ise, this $42 
billion would put five million on salary 
for a year of public work, but people, as 
Tricomo says, 
are not figured into 
governm ent arithm etic 
So it is that Tricomo, approaching m id­ 
dle age but still being supported by his 
parents, w onders with agony w hether 
this is a governm ent of. by and for the 
people, or of. by and for w hatever n ar­ 
row political ideology that happens to be 
in vogue. For his part, Tricom o has con­ 
sidered leaving “a nation that doesn’t 
want m e.” but stays on in what he sees 
as refugee status, still hoping to prove to 
America that its governm ent attitude 
that has been wrong about him and those 
millions like him who are being denied 
the dignity of em ploym ent 
“ What we m ust decide in this nation." 
he says, “ is w hether we want jobs and 
hope for all. or cheap gim m icks for those 
able to afford them .” The answ er seem s 
obvious. There are none so blind as those 
who won’t see
